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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Clarendon: 

Your Superintendent’s report covers the time from October 
1, 1920, to the present. 

We are attempting, this year, to put special stress on reading 
and spelling. 1 o this end we ask the parents to help us, by 
giving children 15 minutes of their time, each day. The child¬ 
ren should read aloud from story books during this period. 
Each school will be furnished with a list of the best reading 
material for each grade. Public readings and spelling matches 
will be given, from time to time. 

4 he policy of the schools is to organize them, as nearly as 
possible like a well ordered home, where everyone shares alike 
in the cares, responsibilities and pleasures. 

1 he teachers have attempted to organize the noon hour in 
such a way that children will eat their lunches at the school just 
as they would at home. This is done entirely in the interest of 
the health and habits of the children. This is a hardship for the 
teachers, but they have assumed it in the right spirit. 

Ihe Flats school, through the efforts of its splendid teacher 
and its fine parent-teachers association is furnishing a hot dish of 
some kind every day. 

1 he matter of the care of the building should be entirely in 
the hands of the children. One of the most perfectly kept 
buildings in this district is cared for entirely by the children, 
under the direction of the teacher. This is the best type of 
training for the future citizens of Clarendon, pride in and care 
of their public buildings. 

Attendance is another troublesome problem. Children 
need not expect to make their grades, if they have a high per¬ 
centage of absence. The teachers are not expected to make up 
work with children, except when absence is due to illness. 
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Your Superintendent feels that the town is making a grave 
mistake in employing so many inexperienced teachers. Clarendon 
is really a practice school for other towns. Why not do our best 
to keep the teachers that make good? It is out of the question 
to have good schools, where the teachers are changed so 
frequently. 

It is hard to understand the policy which has allowed the 
school buildings to get into such condition as they are in. It 
is not economy to allow buildings to remain unpainted, founda¬ 
tions to crumble away and school rooms to be so dark, that the 
town is listed among those with the highest percentage of de¬ 
fective eyesight. The most important work any community 
has, is to give its youth the type of surrounding that will ensure 
perfect health and good habits. It is hoped that the town will 
appropriate enough money to make a fair start in improving 
the buildings, this year. 

The only school building in the town of Clarendon that is 
presentable from the outside is that at Chippenhook. The 
interior of this building is gloomy and dark. 

The only building that presents a proper appearance from the 
inside is the East Street building. The lighting is incorrect 
here, too. 

Two coats of light colored paint would do much to lighten all 
of the school rooms. 

Your school board, through their most efficient chairman, 
Mr. Teer, has done everything possible to alleviate conditions, 
but they can do only so much as the voters allow them funds for. 

Your Superintendent takes this opportunity to thank the 
teachers, parent teachers associations, the school board and the 
children for the fine spirit and courtesy she has received from 
them.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


Any physician called to see a case of communicable disease 
ncpist at once notify the health officer, post the name of the 
disease in a conspicuous place on the house and hand the family 
directions to prevent the spread of the disease. These directions 
are furnished by the State Board of Health. With directions 
for control is an application for release from quarantine which is 
sent to the health officer when the required directions have been 
complied with. No family can be released from quarantine but 
by the health officer and the release signed by the health officer 
must be pres3nted to the teacher before a child can be re-admitted 
to school after quarantine. A teacher who allows such a child 
back in school without a proper release is subject to prosecution. 

When no physician is in attendance the head of the family 
is responsible for the report of any case occuring in his family 
which he knows or suspects is communicable. Besides reporting 
the disease to the health officer either by letter, postal or 
other means he must put a placard with the name of the disease 
on a conspicuous place on his house until he receives instructions 
from the health officer. Any cardboard with the name of the 
disease in large letters is sufficient. The head of a family fail¬ 
ing to report a communicable disease in his family and to placard 
his house is subject to a fine of from ten to fifty dollars. 

The following diseases have been reported to the Health 
Officer during the year 1920 from the town of Clarendon: Chicken- 
pox 1, Influenza 20, Mumps 2, Typhoid fever 1, Measles 22, 
Pneumonia 3. 

In not voting for medical inspection of schools you are 
helping to pay for it in other towns and not getting it yourself. 
To have it the town must vote for it at the March meeting. The 
only expense to the town is for record cards which last during a 
child’s school life unless lost and costs about two cents per 
pupil. No treatment is attempted by the health officer but 












parents’ attention is called to defects often easily remedied now 
but which neglected handicap the child through life. 

The health officer is for your use. His value is in pro¬ 
portion to the extent which you use him. He welcomes any 
opportunity to meet the people at any public gathering, to get 
acquainted with them, to explain health matters and answer any 
questions.
